WATER 


Owing  to  the  drought,  economy  had  to  be  exercised,  but 
the  bulk  of  the  District  was  served  with  a  continuous  supply. 

Several  complaints  were  received  from  Haversham  of 
inadequate  supply,  which  was  caused  by  shortage  of  water. 

Since  then  the  Council  have  purchased  the  Haversham  Supply,  and 
steps  are  being  taken  to  improve  conditions  in  the  future. 

The  water  supply  has  been  extended  to  several  farms  in 
the  Hans] ope  area.  A  new  well  has  been  sunk  at  the  Olney  Works 
with  a  view  to  increasing  the  supply.  It  is  anticipated  that 
greater  supplies  for  agricultural  purposes  will  be  undertaken  in 
the  near  future. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  the  Olney  Source  made 
during  the  year  have  given  very  satisfactory  reports. 

Four  examinations  of  the  treated  water  have  been  made. 

102  new  connections  were  made  during  the  year. 


I  append  a  Table  giving  for  each  Parish  the  number  of 
houses,  the  number  connected  to  the  water  main,  and  the  number 
connected  to  stand  pipe  supply. 

There  are  no  public  stand  pipes  in  the  District,  but 
some  houses  are  supplied  from  stand  pipes  outside  the  house. 

In  most  of  these  cases,  one  stand  pipe  supplies  more  than  one 
house. 


In  some  of  the  Parishes  it  will  be  seen  that  less 
than  50%  of  the  houses  are  connected  with  the  main.  After  the 
War  I  hope  the  percentage  will  be  materially  raised  in  these 
Parishes.  The  District  has  an  excellent  supply  of  water,  and 
it  is  hoped  that  owners  of  property  will  avail  themselves  of  it 
so  as  to  ensure  a  supply  of  water  that  can  be  guaranteed, 

Most  of  the  houses  not  on  the  main,  receive  their  supply 
from  shallow  wells.  These  are  liable  to  pollution,  and  although 
the  supply  at  one  time  may  be  satisfactory,  at  another  pollution 
may  have  occurred.

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DRAINAGE  and  SEWERAGE 


Haver sham. 

The  condition  of  the  open  sewer  ditch  in  this 
Parish  was  considered  by  the  Local  Sanitary  Committee. 

This  ditch,  at  times,  is  offensive.  A  resolution  was 
passed  that  this  ditch  should  be  piped  in  and  that  the 
balance  in  hand  for  Special  Sanitary  Expenses  should  be  used 
for  this  purpose. 

This  was  confirmed  by  the  Rural  District  Council 
and  the  Surveyor  was  instructed  to  have  the  work  done. 

The  cottages,  which  the  ditch  passes,  to  be  connected  to  the 
piped  ditch. 

It  is  practically  impossible  in  this  Parish  to 
have  a  Disposal  Plant.  The  village  is  too  low  lying,  and 
flooding  takes  place. 

The  piping  of  the  ditch  will  bring  about 
considerable  improvement e 


The  Sewage  Schemes  for  EMBERTON,  HANSLOPE, 
LAVENDON,  ERADWELL  and  BOW  BRICKHILL  are  still  in  abeyance. 

I  hope  that  as  soon  as  hostilities  cease  these  schemes  will 
be  taken  in  hand0  They  are  urgently  required  and  should  be 
brought  into  being  as  soon  as  possible. 

All  the  schemes  had  been  submitted  to  the 
Ministry  prior  to  the  War, 


SCAVENGING. 


The  question  of  Scavenging  has  been  seriously 
considered  by  the  Council  and  a  scheme  for  scavenging  the  whole 
District  by  direct  labour  is  being  gone  into.  A  Deputation 
visited  the  Aylesbury  Rural  District  and  inspected  specially 
constructed  night  soil  emptying  vehicles  in  operation. 

The  Deputation  was  favourably  impressed  by  the  hygienic  manner 
of  operation,  and  reported  to  the  Council.  It  was  decided  that 
2  covered  Refuse  Collecting  Vehicles  of  10  cub.  yard  capacity 
and  2  750~gallon  Cesspool  Emptlers  with  night  soil  attachment, 
as  inspected  at  Aylesbury,  were  necessary  to  give  a  satisfactory 
scavenging  collection  to  the  whole  District. 

In  the  Northern  District  the  night  soil  Scavenging 
is  carried  out  by  contract  and  has  proved  satisfactory.  As  regards 
refuse  collection  this,  in  part,  has  been  carried  out  by  direct 
labour  and  has  been  satisfactory;  in  part,  by  contract.  This  has 
been  fairly  satisfactory,  but  the  collection  of  tins  and  bottles 
has  been  rather  neglected  owing  to  the  shortage  of  labour. 

In  the  Southern  District  pails  are  normally  emptied 
weekly,  and  dust  bins  fortnightly.  Since  July  there . has  been  a 
shortage  of  staff  -  2  men  working  instead  of  3:  hut  in  spite  of 
the  short  staff  full  services  were  kept  in  operation  until 
November.  Then  one  of  the  two  men  was  ill,  which  left  only  1  man 
available.  Since  then  ashes  have  only  been  collected  monthly 
and  no  emptying  of  pails  has  taken  place.  Up  to  the  end  of  the 
year  no  further  labour  had  been  obtained.
